Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner notes Applicant's requrest for the 
withdrawl of the finality of the previous action. This request is denied. Examiner cites MPEP 706.07(b), ' Final Rejection, When Proper on 
First Action,' which states: 

The claims of a new application may be finally rejected in the first Office action in those 
situations where (A) the new application is a continuing application of, or a substitute for, 
an earlier application, and (B) all claims of the new application (1 ) are drawn to the same 
invention claimed in the earlier application, and (2) would have been properly finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been 
entered in the earlier application. 

In this case, the same grounds of rejection were used, and thus would have been properly finally rejected on the grounds and art of record 
in the next Action if they had been entered in the earlier application. Examiner notes Specification, page 8, line 18, through page 9, 
teaches that the deformation occurs in web (16). Examiner furthermore notes Yost '818, column 4, lines 27-40, teaching the increased 
angle of flange (18) results in increased pressure which presses the closure down onto the can. As the entire device is formed of resilient 
plastic, it is inherent that deformation will occur, particularly in the rim portion (56) of Dutt '435, which is U-shaped and thus highly 
susceptible to bending moments about wall (62). Accordingly, despite the amendment, the same grounds of rejection apply, and the claims 
would have properly been made final had they been entered earlier in the application. 
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
